To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Coimcillors  of  the  Boroup:h  of  Berv/ick  upon  Ty/eed 

Vital  Statistics  The  Census  in  1971  shov/ed  the  popiilation  of  the  Borough 
to  be  11,650  persons#  The  Office  of  Population  Censuses  and  Sxurvejs  had, 
in  the  previous  few  years  been  estimating  the  number  at  a lov;er  figure  and 
had  been  indicating  a faster  rate  of  depopiolation  than  had  in  fact  occurred. 

The  statistics  for  the  year  are  shown  in  duplicate  as  is  customary. 
Those  in  parenthesis  are  the  ones  supplied  by  the  Registrar  General  and  the 
preceding  ones  are  corrected  by  the  abstraction  of  Berv/ickshire  births  and 
deaths  v/hich  took  place  in  the  Maternity  Home  and  Infirmary,  There  were 
183  births  v/ith  again  a slight  predominance  of  females  and  the  crude  birth 
rate  was  almost  the  same  as  that  for  England  and  Males,  The  crude  birth 
rate  would  have  been  expected  to  be  lov;er  because  the  Borough  has  a com- 
paratively old  population.  Births  in  the  Borough  slightly  exceeded  the 
number  of  deaths. 

There  v/ere  I68  deaths  giving  a crude  death  rate  of  l4,4  per  thousand 
compared  with  one  of  11,6  per  thousand  for  England  and  Wales,  However,  the 
adjusted  rate  which  allows  for  the  older  population  was  virtually  identical 
to  the  national  one. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  which  is  a good  indication  of  the  health 
of  a community  and  of  medical  services  available  was  the  second  lowest 
recorded.  Single  infant  death  was  in  a child  less  than  one  week  old. 

Other  causes  of  death  occurred  in  the  expected  categories  in  the 
older  age  groups  being  mainly  heart  and  cerebro-vascular  conditions  and 
malignant  disease.  However,  there  were  four  deaths  from  motor  vehicle 
accidents  tv/o  in  males  in  age  groups  15-24  years  and  over  75  years  and 
two  in  females  in  groups  45  - 54  years  and  65  - 74  years.  There  was  one 
death  from  tuberculosis  in  a male  in  age  group  55  - 64  who  was  notified 
post  mortem. 
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Infectious  Diseases  There  is  a small  residual  reservoir  of  tuberculosis 
in  the  Borough  and  during  the  year  two  new  cases  were  notified,  both  in 
males  aged  19  and  ^5  yearsL*  All  new  cases  are  investigated  at  the  chest 
clinic,  routinely  followed-up,  and  not  discharged  from  supervision  for  a 
minimum  of  five  years.  Close  personail  contacts  of  cases  are  sought  out  and 
offered  chest  x-rays.  The  same  applies  to  work  contacts  where  indicated. 
Contact  tracing  rarely  yields  any  positive  cases  and  new  cases  do  not 
appear  to  have  any  identifiable  association  v;ith  previously  known  cases. 
Mass  radiography  has  been  very  much  reduced  nationally  because  of  the  very 
low  yield  of  cases. 

The  tables  on  page  7 show  the  marked  reduction  in  incidence  of 
tuberculosis  since  a peak  year  in  i960  and  it  might  have  been  expected  that 
years  with  no  notifications  would  have  been  more  frequent. 

Six  cases  of  measles  were  the  only  other  notified  diseases  during 

1971. 

Investigations  of  A minor  outbreak  of  diarrhoea  in  an  institution 
produced  no  isolation  of  any  pathogenic  organisms. 

Immunisation  The  tables  on  page  8 show  that  acceptance  of  various  forms 
of  immunisation  for  infants  remains  at  a high  level.  Very  few  children 
are  not  routinely  immunised  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough,  tetanus, 
and  oral  poliomyelitis  - Measles  vaccination  is  gaining  in  acceptability 
and  in  districts  where  this  is  high  there  is  found  to  be  a low  incidence  of 
the  illness.  Nearly  all  cases  of  measles  are  found  not  to  have  been  imm- 
unised. 

There  was  an  increased  demand  for  Rubella  vaccination  for  adolescent 
girls  compared  with  that  in  the  first  year  in  1970*  Acceptance  v/as  at  a 
highter  rate  than  for  B.C»G,  vaccination  against  tuberculosis. 

During  1971  the  Department  of  Health  recommended  that  smallpox  vacc- 
ination should  no  longer  be  made  a routine  vaccination  of  infancy.  This 
procedure  had  been  compulsory  between  1853  and  19^  and  thereafter  recom- 
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mended  only.  Worldwide  smallpox  eradication  schemes  have  reduced  the 
number  of  endemic  coimtries  to  less  than  ten.  The  risk  of  importation 
is  now  low,  the  disease  can  be  well  controlled  by  isolation,  and  there- 
is  a mortality  risk  from  vaccination  itself.

To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the  Borough  of  Berwick-upon-Tweed 

Mr.  Mayor  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  again  pleasing  to  present  an  Annual  Report. 

The  emphasis  this  year,  must  once  more  centre  on  housing.  The  added 
incentive  of  75^  improvement  grant  reacted  more  effectively  than  the  written 
or  spoken  word  to  convince  ov/ners  of  property  that  now  was  the  time  to 
modernise  their  houses.  Although  the  situation  brought  with  it  certain 
problems,  it  was,  in  general,  widely  used  and  has  prolonged  the  lives  of 
many  houses.  The  improvement  idea  was  steadily  gaining  momentum  at  the  end 
of  1970. 

Because  of  increased  time  devoted  to  housing  improvement  grants  and  to 
my  absence  on  sick  leave  at  the  start  of  the  year,  fewer  routine  inspections 
were  made  to  offices,  shops,  foods  premises  etc. 

This  opportunity  is  taken  once  more  to  express  my  thanks  for  assistance 
and  support  given  by  Council  members,  colleagues  and  staff  and  by  others 
outside  Local  Government.

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WATER  SUPPLY 

A total  of  thirty-six  routine  samples  from  the  various  sources  in  the 
Borough  were  taken  by  the  Newcastle  and  Gateshead  Water  Company  and 
submitted  for  bacteriological  examination.  All  v/ere  found  to  be  of 
"excellent"  quality.  Chlorine  is  added  to  all  v/ater  prior  to  distribution 
and  the  water  from  the  Murton  and  Thornton  Boreholes  is  treated  with  alkali. 

The  supplies  are  known  not  to  be  plumbo-solvent  and  are  well  protected 
against  contamination. 

Vi/ater  mains  were  extended  in  the  Borough  by  5?  1^7  feet  of  3"  main  and 
110  feet  of  -J"  main.

COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES 

There  are  no  common  lodging  houses  in  the  Borough. 

PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT  19^9 

Six  "takes"  were  recorded  during  a test  baiting  of  53  manholes  early 
in  the  year  and  these  affected  manholes,  along  with  others  adjoining  were 
given  a quarterly  treatment. 

A subsequent  test  baiting  in  September  shov/ed  no  take  in  any  of  the 
manholes  test  baited,  indicating  that  the  sewers  v/ere  free  of  rats. 

During  the  year  157  visits  were  made  to  infested  premises. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACT  1961  - PIGEONS 

Quarterly  treatments  were  carried  out  and  1 ,564  pigeons  were  destroyed. 
Despite  this,  complaints  of  nuisances  from  pigeons  are  still  received, 
although  complaints  are  becoming  less  frequent. 

INSECT  INFESTATIONS 

Twenty-six  complaints  were  received  concerning  infestations  of  insects 
and  eight  wasps  nests  were  destroyed.

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HOUSING 

The  high  rate  of  housing  improvements  was  increased  again  during  the 
year,  particularly  in  the  Castlegate/Low  Greens  General  Improvement  Area  and 
a large  part  of  the  Department's  effort  was  devoted  to  survey  of  houses  for 
which  enquiries  for  Improvement  Grant  had  been  received® 

In  addition  to  this,  all  houses  known  not  to  have  bathrooms  and 
considered  capable  of  improvement  were  visited  and  the  owners  advised  on 
housing  grants.  This  also  had  the  effect  of  keeping  the  number  of 
improvements  at  a high  level. 

In  fact,  at  the  end  of  the  year  it  had  become  evident  that  the  town's 
labour  force  would  not  be  able  to  cope  with  the  improvements  planned, 
including  those  to  Local  Authority  houses  before  the  end  of  the  75^  grants 
in  June,  1973  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  Government  will  extend  the  two  year 
period  so  that  at  least  those  plans  approved  before  the  date  can  be  carried 
out.

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GENERAL  IMPROVEMENT  AREA 

As  previously  stated  the  number  of  grants  approved  in  the  G.I.A.  was 
well  above  the  average  for  the  rest  of  the  Borough  which  is  indeed 
gratifying. 

Unfortunately,  little  environmental  improvement  work  was  possible, 
though  at  the  end  of  the  year,  plans  v/ere  well  advanced  for  work  to  be 
carried  out  in  1972. 

SLUM  CLEARANCE 

Vi/ith  the  attraction  of  75^  housing  grants,  several  houses  which  might 
have  reached  an  unfit  state  were  improved  and  indeed  it  would  appear  that 
in  this  area,  slum  clearance  may  become  less  of  a problem.  It  is  hoped 
that  the  Town’s  Preservation  Trust  will  also  carry  out  valuable  improvement 
works  to  the  older  Historic  houses  in  the  town,  some  of  which  are  at  present 
vuader  Closing  Orders  and  are  derelict. 

One  Clearance  Order  was  made  and  confirmed  involving  seven  houses  and 
eight  undertakings,  not  to  re-let,  were  acceptable. 

The  following  table  shov/s  the  number  of  houses  sharing  sanitary 
accommodation.  At  11  houses  chemical  or  pail  closets  are  still  in  use.

QUALIFICATION  CERTIFICATES 

Five  applications  for  certificates  were  made  and  all  were  granted. 
CARAVAN  SITES  AND  CONTROL  OF  DEVELOPl'IENT  ACT  I96O 

A total  of  23  visits  were  made  under  the  provisions  of  the  Act. 

Two  informal  notices  were  served,  although  conditions  of  the  five 
licensed  caravan  sites  remains  satisfactory. 
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A £10  fine  was  imposed  on  the  owner  of  an  unlicensed  caravan  site, 
but  at  the  end  of  the  year  the  site  remained  occupied. 

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT  1953 

During  the  year  46l  visits  were  made  to  inspect  meat  at  the 
slaughterhouses  and  8,714  animals  were  inspected.  One  hundred  per  cent  meat 
inspection  is  carried  out. 

Inspections  of  other  foodstuffs  totalled  56. 

In  all  11  tons.  l6  cwts.  1 qtr.  9 lbs.  of  foodstuffs  were  condemned. 
Compared  with  1970  this  is  an  increase  of  5 tons.  l8  cwts.  24  lbs. 

Once  again  a large  quantity  of  frozen  food  was  condemned  during  the 
year.  Overnight  failure  in  deep  freeze  cabinets  caused  the  foods  to 
de-frost  making  them  unsuitable  for  sale. 

Licences  were  issued  to  10  slaughtermen.  Two  private  slaughterhouses 
operating  in  the  Borough  were  also  licensed. 

Seven  complaints  concerning  foodstuffs  were  received,  each  complaint 
was  referred  to  Health  Committee  and  following  consideration,  warning 
letters  were  sent. 

One  application  was  received  and  approved  for  registration  under 
Section  l6  of  the  Act  for  the  sale  of  ice-cream. 

ICE  CREAM 

Nine  samples  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for 
examination,  the  results  being:-  Grade  1-8,  Grade  III  - 1.
